If weed control in potatoes is 
not a major problem, the extra 
work of more than one good, deep 
cultivation probably will not pay. 
In a 3-year test by 
the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture 
at Presque Isle, Maine, one cul­ 
tivation potatoes yielded slightly 
more on the average than pota­ 
toes cultivated five times. 


In both cases there was a light 
cultivation 2 weeks after the po­ 
tatoes were planted and

Witchcraft is still a serious af­ 
fair in the lives of many of the 
residents of the New 
Hamburg 
community.

Any 
misfortune or unusual condition 
in some of the homes is attribut­ 
ed to the evil influence 
of 
the 
"hex”—always a woman. 
There 
are two "doctors” who claim to 
b< able to break the spell. One is 
a man living east of Illmo and 
the other a woman of near Taskee 
in Butler county. 
A delicate baby was believed to 
be bewitched since several 
doc- 
torc failed to help it. The parents 
gave up all 
hope. 
The 
parish 
priest investigated the case 
and 
had the cows in his herd tested. 
Then he had the mother’s 
milk 
analyzed. He supplied milk 
and 
saw that it was given to the child. 
The immediate and continued im­ 
provement of its condition cured 
the family of its belief in witch­ 
craft. 
Some cases do not end so hap­ 
pily. In another instance the fa­ 
ther 
became 
insame—his family 
said he was “hexed”. He became 
very violent but efforts of physi­ 
cians and the priest to have him 
removed to a hospital for treat­ 
ment were opposed by his family. 
He eventually died, "choked 
to 
death by the witch.” The 
witch 
doctor told the family they could 
discover the "hex”; it would be 
the first person to step over the 
broom. One 
of 
the 
girls 
was 
sweeping one morning 
when 
a 
kind, 
elderly 
neighbor 
woman 
started to enter the home. 
The 
girl threw the broom under her 
feet and she stepped over it. This 
came near leading to murder as 
an effort was made to kill the wo- 
man. 
Sickness or loss of livestock is 
often attributed 
to 
witchcraft. 
This is another source of revenue 
for the witch doctors. A charm 
recently examined consisted of a 
paper bearing cabalistic signs and 
carefully wrapped and sewed 
in 
flannel. 
One amusing paradox in con­ 
nection with these beliefs is that 
in this community a "w reath” or 
"ring” of feathers in a pillow is 
a sign of approaching death thru 
the efforts of a witch. The same 
"ring" found in a feather bed in­ 
dicates the death as soon as the 
circle is complete. A few miles 
south in the drainage district the 
pillow which had been used by a 
person who had jusl died indicat­ 
ed that the person had seen "sav­ 
ed.”

Tomatoes resistant to disease is 
a goal of breeders and growers. 
Control measures take time and 
money, can never he effective on 
an entire crop and are quite inef­ 
fective in controlling wilt and mo- 
aic diseases. 
Some of the problems 
of 
d c - ' 
veloping disease-resistant 
toma­ 
toes are related by the Bureau of 
Plant Industry: 
The breeder cannot produce a 
resistant variety until he finds a 
plant with some capacity for “re­ 
sistance" which it can transmit to 
its offspring. The 
search 
may 
lead to remote 
corners 
of 
the 
world. Resistance may be evident. 
It may be obscure. Once 
found, 
breeding stocks uniform for "re­ 
sistance" should be developed. If 
these uniform strains are not gool 
commercial varities the 
breeder 
must use them as parents to cross 
with varieties of desired commer­ 
cial qualities. 
Successive selections from hy­ 
brids must then be carefully made 
and tested to 
make 
sure 
they 
breed true 
for 
resistance 
and 
commercial characters. 
This 
is 
slow work, because many genera­ 
tions with thousands of 
plants 
usually must be grown before de­ 
sired characteristics are fixed in a 
variety that breeds true for the 
desired vine and fruit type, and 
for resistance to a specific disease 
or disesases.

BETTER OATS PRODUCTION 
PRAC TICES RECOMMENDED 


Better practices in oats produc­ 
tion in Scott county are necessary 
if farmers are to produce the crop 
economically and practically. It is 
often believed, 
on the 
part 
of 
many farmers, that the yield and 
quality of oats depend entirely on 
the 
season. 
Experiments 
show, 
however, 
that 
too 
often 
poor 
yields and quality of oats arc due 
to poor pratices in oat production 
and not entirely upon the season. 
If the best known practices in 
oats production were adopted the 
usual acreage might even be p ro­ 
fitably reduced as much as 25 per 
cent without lowering the 
total 
production, as compared with the 
old methods on larger acreages. 
The best known 
practices 
in 
oats production are as follows: (1) 
prepare a good seed bed; (2) Seed 
early; (3) Seed the proper varie­ 
ty at the proper rate; (4) treat 
the seed for smut. 
Before the oats are seeded the 
ground should be thoroughly disc­ 
ed and harrowed. If the oats are 
to follow Korean 
lespedeza 
or 
corn the ground should usually 
be double diced twice, one 
disc­ 
ing at right angles to the other. 
Whether the season be excellent, 
good or poor, experiments have 
proven that early seeding is more 
productive than oats seeded late 
As a rule oats should be seeded 
in Scott county in February 
or 
early March. 
It is important that early ma­ 
turing varieties be used. The Col­ 
umbia, Fulghum. or 
Burt 
oats 
have proven to be early maturing 
varieties. Do not 
use 
"elevator 
run" seed of 
unknown 
variety. 
Experiments show that the three 
varieties named have no competi­ 
tors. When good quality seed is 
sown it is recommended that one* 
should not exceed 
two 
bushels 
per ace. If clover or grass is be­ 
ing sown with the oats, or if the 
oats are being grown with les­ 
pedeza, reduce the tate to 1 1-2 
bushels per acre. 
If at all possible oats free of 
smut Should be seeded. 
When 
smut spores are present the seed 
should 
be 
treated. 
The 
smut 
spores 
may 
be 
destroyed 
by 
spraying the re-cleaned seed with 
a solution of one part of 40 per 
cent formalin to one to two parts 
of water. After spraying the seed 
thoroughly, cover the 
pile 
for 
five or six hours. The seed should 
then be aired out and sown im­ 
mediately or 
bagged 
for 
later 
seeding. 
There are many advantages in 
drilling oats. By drilling one may 
control the rate, distribution and 
depth. The seed bed is improved 
and the ground is packed.

adequate amount of roughage so 
the ration is not too fine or too 
bulky.
